THE NEGRO OF THE SOUTH. 



SotTH Carolina’s Constitutional Con- 
vention defeated the Woman Suffrage 
clause by a vote of 5 to 1, which is equiv- 
alent to say mg that the old volcanic State 
bar ali tbe voters it needs. 



The Negro of tbe “Old South” was a 
character unique ; the Negro of the 
•‘New South” is almost character-less. He 
is known as one led of the Flesh (Galla- 
tians V:19 21). He is lazy and dis|*oeed 
to think the white man owes him a liv- 
ing, which he must get at night. Most of 
them are ignorant ; manv cannot read 
their names This is not due to any lack 
of appio[ mat ions trom the school funds 
of the -Several States, bat to his own lack 
of appreciation of an education and ef- { 
forts to acquire it. 

Many of the Northern people would 
have us believe that the Negro is not 
w holly bad, but a residence in the South 
w ill convince any one that the reverse is 
nearer the truth. “What’s bred in the 
hone is born iu the tiesli,” is always true. 

The whites of the ante-bellum days are 
to blame lor the unvirtuous, thieving 
habits of tbe Negroes of to day. It will 
take generations of education aud moral 
training to eradicate tbe two evils of 
unebastity snd thievery. The climate 
and the easy mode of getting a liviug — 
half work, hunting, fishing, aud stealing 
— promote idleness. 

A few negroes have^souietbing of their 
own- This is the exception, and not the 
lule. If fewer of them went to the towns 
they would do much belter. Tiiey are 
too good to work, aud then a nigger likes 
to lie with his kind. Maybe, too, they 
find it easier to purloin and escape de- 
tection in the towns. 

Manv of the older negroes who were 
slaves are now respectable people in 
many ways, if not in all I find “Uncles” 
and “Aunties” aud “Black Mammies” 
who are yet dear to tbe whites iu whose 
families they lived. 

The Northern papers would have us 
believe the negroes in Dixie are a much 
abused people. They would have us 
submit to the untaught, semi-barbarous 
negro's thievings and rapes, feed him in 
idleness anil give him a place in our 
families and in our churches. If they 
bad to submit to it, and had no party in 
terest to serve by their gas, they would 
soon change their views. 

I think an old uegro I talked with one 
day was right. He said : “You and me’s 
two diff’rent kinds ob people. 1 b’longs 
in de kitchen, and if you axes me to eat 
with you, 1 think you ain’t much. 
These Iniggers goin’ to keep on follerin' 
the fool Yankees till dey is all spiled.” 
This proves, for it is a fair sample of the 
sentiment .f the people of eolor through- 
out) the Sou tli, that the negro is content 
without equalit . The neg.-o’s religion 
is only an enlightened and formulated 
superstition. Ali his African ancestors 
ever practiced of incantation and voudou 
ism is still believed. Religion serves him 
only as a cloak, under which he may 
practi.-e in different garb, the same fa-

A Killing at Coa I ell Hollow, Near Rich- 
mond, Ky. 

Richmond, Ky., Nov. 4. — At Cow 
Bell Hollow.

When Mullins’ 
wife was informed of the killing she 
* remarked that it was no more than she 
expected.

lastened through the night to the pen- 
itentiary. 

At the gate he asked for a guard and 
with him w« nt to the hospital. He 
left the guard at the r.oor. and he was 
the first to give the alarm of the es- 
cape of Henry Dhine, the horse thief, 
and Scott Partin, the murderer. They 
•tad left the hospital unseen and scaled 
the wall between 10 o'clock and 10:30 
o’clock. Dhine was a patient in the 
tospital and Partin was a nurse. 
Dhine was jnst finishing a five years’ 
sentence for horse stealing, and he 
<new that the Tennessee authorities 
were coming after him to make him 
finish up a nineteen years’ sentence in 
that state. 

Partin had served three years of an 
eight-year term for manslaughter in 
Whiteley county. The two had made 
a duplicate key to the hospital; had 
waited till every one in the hospital 
tad gone to sleep. They had been 
rone about a half hour when Mr. Coop- 
er discovered the escape. 

Mr. Cooper docs not contribute his 
>eculiar experience to any mysterious 
>ower. He had seen several suspicions 
circumstances about Dhine. and his 
feigned illness, but thinks he didn't 
realize till he woke with his mind free 
of all other matters, the auspicious 
looks, action, etc., of Dhine when he 
had last seen him. 

A RAB D DOG 

Hite* Two Children tn !>aj ton, Ky., and I* 
Killed. 

Dayton, Ky., GcL 2t». — A mad dog 
created considerable excitement here 
Monday morning. The canine was a 
little car, but possessed abnoi mal 
strength, knocking over children and 
actually dragging them along the 
ground. 

The dog was seen at Walnut and 
Fairfield avenues and driven away by 
some boys. It raced through the 
streets, returning and making a 
vicious attack on Willie Wharton, the 
10-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Wharton, living at the corner of Gil- 
more and Walnut avenue.
